A big rocket engine is a major 
missing link in U.S. efforts so far 
toward shooting large vehicles 
into space.

It’s payload fell far short of So- 
viet weights in space. 


The Army’s project to develop 
1% million pounds of thrust in- 
volves clustering together certain 
existing rocket motors. The proj- 
ect now is planned for completion 
by 1962. 


This differs from a_ civilian 
space agency undertaking to build 
a single-chamber rocket with 1% 
million pounds of thrust inside of 
four years. 


Von Braun said he could use 
another 40 million dollars in the 
present fiscal year, and an extra 
100 millions on this one project 
during the year starting July 1. 


No estimates were immediately 


available on how much is now 
earmarked for the rocket cluster. 


Before Von Braun spoke, Secre- 
tary of the Army Wilber M. Bruck- 
er told the space group in public 
session that the Army’s budget is 
“sufficient for us to proced with 
what we have at the present 
time.” 

John A. Barclay, the 
Army’s ballistic missile command- 
er, said he could use more funds 
for various projects but had not 
yet asked the Pentagon’s supervis- 
ory unit on space work—the Ad- 
vanced Research Projects Agency 
—for approval of those projects. 
He did not elaborate.

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There’s Inflation 


+ The developing battle between the 
Eisenhower administration and Congress 
ver spending took a logical turn yes- 
terday with the challenge by the Presi- 
dent to the Democratic majority that it 
give the people an opportunity to decide 
whether they want to pay the additional 
bills in more taxes. 

The alternative to such taxes, chal- 
lenges the President, is an unbalanced 
budget and its corollary in inflation. 


The President’s challenge seems fair 
enough. There is much disagreement 
about his budget proposals and also 
charges that his program would hamper 
economic growth at a time when the 
Russians, are boasting a much more rapid 
economic expansion. There is ample jus- 
tification for disagreement. There is equal 
justification for charges that spending be- 
yond revenues will have the same end re- 
sult. 

The nation has suffered three rounds 
of inflation in the post-World War I 
period. Over-all living costs in that time 
have increased by 60 per cent. The dol- 
lar’s buying power has been reduced by 
almost two-fifths in little more than a 
decade. 

There is a major decision which must 
be made. Can the nation continue to 
temporize with the inflationary forces. in 
the economy or must there be a show- 
down? The Federal Reserve System and 
some of our most enlightened economists 
say that unless there is such a showdown 
that all economie gains by the masses of 
Americans eventually will be wiped out. 


The most recent inflationary move- 
ment started in 1956 and boosted the cost 
of living by 8 per cent by last July in the 
midst of the recession. Since then there 
has been more stability in food prices but 
othef elements of living costs have con- 
tinued to rise. This has caused worry at 
home and abroad about the future value 
of the dollar—a direct threat to the peo- 
ple’s incentive to save and to invest in fu- 
ture economic growth. 

Further spending may be called for 
to ihsure economic growth and orderly 
development of America’s free-enter- 
prise economy. On the other hand, it is 
about time we began to live on a pay-as- 
you-go basis. Further spending for de- 
fense and national economic security 
should be balanced with additional reve- 
nues. 

In addition to restraints by govern- 
ment, business and labor must accept 
more responsibility in voluntary con- 
trol of price and wage policies. All con- 
cerned could well remember that sta- 
bility of the dollar is needed to prevent 
dangerous economic erosion. The adage 
about having your cake and eating it, too, 
might well be applied.

Law Against Lottery 
Deserves Strong Teeth 


The legislative bill making jail sen- 
tences mandatory after a second convic- 
tion for lottery is a sorely needed 
weapon in coping with repeaters. 


One of the most discouraging factors 
entering into crackdowns on lottery op- 
erations here, as well as in some other 
Georgia cities, is the comparatively light 
treatment accorded offenders. 

Most bug operators consider fines as 
something akin to a business expense. 
After paying the amount set, they lose 
little time in reopening shop. 

Lottery, like bootlegging, breeds many 
other evils, but in the eyes of a con- 
siderable segment of the public is re- 
garded as a minor crime. All too fre- 
quently such an attitude is reflected in 
the disposition of cases made against 
known violators whose names come up 
again and again on the docket. 

Law enforcement officers work at a 
decided disadvantage when notorious lot- 
tery operators are permitted to pay fines 
and resume business as usual. A second 
conviction is ample cause for mandatory 
jail sentence as the legislative bill, spon- 
sored by Sen. Carl Sanders of Augusta, 
stipulates.

Ike’s ‘Rights Package’ 
Is Moderate Approach 


President Eisenhower yesterday sub- 
mitted his “moderate” civil rights pro- 
gram. 

While there will be objection to it 
from the Deep South representatives, it 
is a moderate bill. The final result, in 
legislation adopted, likely will be a mix- 
ture of the President’s propogals and 
those made earlier by Sen. Lyndon John- 
son, Democratic majority leader from 
Texas. 


President Eisenhower's suggestions are 
headed by one which would make it a 
federal crime to use force or threats to 
obstruct court orders. This would apply, 
of course, to obstruction by violence or 
threats of it in school segregation cases 
where a court has handed down a direct 
order. But it is general. 


There cannot be any honest opposi- 
tion to this proposal. The courts and 
their decisions are the basis of our form 
of government. We are a government of 
laws. And for mobs to be able to defy 
the decrees of courts is to invite anarchy. 
This piece of legislation is quite proper 
and necessary. 

The second item in the White House 
“package” would provide additional in- 
vestigative powers to the FBI for use in 
crimes involving bombing of churches or 
schools. Surely there can be no objec- 
tion to this. We have federal laws in 
cases of forgery and stolen automobiles. 
Bombing of churches, schools or homes 
is a worse crime than forged checks or 
stolen cars. 

Authority for the Justice Department 
to investigate federal election returns 
and to require the preservation of records 
for “a reasonable time” in order to pre- 
serve the right to vote is another reason- 
able law. Voting, as the President said, 
is the “keystone of Democratic self- 
government.” Alabama has demonstrated 
that the rights of voters are not pro- 
tected and that those who would restrict 
them have refused to allow records to 
be examined. 


Temporary financial and_ technical 
help to states attempting integration can- 
not logically be opposed. It will not be 
compulsory. But the state which needs 
it could request it under the proposals. 

Extension of the Civil Rights Com- 
mission for two more years is the last 
of the major suggestions. This commis- 
sion includes respected Southerners and 
has proved it is not an oppressive agency. 
It can be of help in this adjustment 
period. 

The White House has revealed that 
private meetings have been held on these 
suggestions with Sen. Johnson and House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn. This would indi- 
cate that a compromise has been reached. 
As a matter of fact, the President’s mod- 
erate proposals are essentially those of 
Sen. Johnson. 


They are not “racial” laws. They 
harm no one. They limit no civil rights. 
They bolster the rights of us all.

As I read over these words I 
remember that Aldous Huxley is 
the grandson of Thomas Huxley, 
a great nineteenth century scien- 
tist who more than anyone else 
was responsible for popularizing 
the idea of biological evolution 
and who long ago presented glow- 
ing pictures of what science would 
accomplish to improve our life 
on this earth. 

What has happened? The 
science Thomas Huxley believed 
in has, on the one hand, brought 
blessings untold and, on the other 
hand, brought misery and fear. 
Grandson Aldous, at least when 
writing the words above, appar- 
ently believed that the disadvan- 
tages of scientific progress out- 
weigh the benefits. I can’t bring 
myself to agree with him. I am 
not unaware of the destructive 
agencies released from our scien- 
tific laboratories. 

But I believe that science will 
be the handmaiden of progress 
in the years that are unfolding 
before us. Science will make it 
possible for the teeming. millions 
in the world to be clothed, fed 
and housed adequately. Science 
will give us more time to behold 
the wonders of the world by short- 
ening the hours of work and will 
give us more to wonder at by 
opening to our understanding the

mysteries of more and more of 
our universe. Science will give 
strength to sick bodies and health 
to sick minds. 

I am not fearful of the future. I 
am not fearful because I know that 


lives. Religious truth will moti- 
vate our actions by first trans- 
forming our minds. Without re- 
ligion our scientific achievements 
might bring destruction to the 
race of man. But religion helps 
us to think correctly, wisely and 
constructively. Religion, particu- 
larly through the redeeming words 
of Jesus Christ, will make holy 
our actions and make sacred our 
endeavors. I believe this to be 
true and I am therefore hopeful 
about the years that lie ahead. 
At times I wonder what our 
Lord would say to us if He were 
to walk along our streets as He 
walked along the dusty roads of 
Palestine long ago. I rather be- 
lieve He would be fascinated by 
the discoveries of science. As 
more and more wonders of our 
natural world are revealed, would 
He not say, “You see, this world 
is as marvelous and as. great as 
I have always told you it was! 
Behold the wonders that the Cre- 
ator’s hands have fashioned!”

SIMILAR VIEWS 


A cross-section of other minis- 
ters shows they hold similar views 
and they question the motives of 
those who blandly shell out a coin 
to the bleary-eyed panhandler. 


“Generally it’s not done out of 
real concern, but to mask our own 
guilt and responsibility,’ says the 
Rev. Dr. Michael Allen of Grace 
Episcopal Church. “Everyone is 
trying to buy peace of mind for 
15 cents.” 


Recent renovation of the Bow- 
ery, New York's longtime haunt 
of derelicts, has flushed many of 
its drink-ravaged habitues into 
other Manhattan sections to plead 
for pennies. 

GROWING NUMBER 

They've been particularly num- 
erous downtown lately, and a min- 
ister in that area can hardly step 
outside his study without being 
waylaid by one of them.

Mexican Presid Takes 
4. Big Actions in 2 Months

MEXICO CITY (#)—Mexico’s new President is show- 
ing himself to be a man of action. 


President Adolfo Lopez Mateos 
made a major change in the Cab- 
inet organization of the govern- 
ment, broke relations with Guate- 
mala, seized the national airlines 
when a strike paralyzed air trans- 
port, and ousted an unpopular 
political boss long entrenched in 
an important state. 


All this was done in less than 
two months. 


Lopez Mateos, 49, dark and 
handsome, took office Dec. 1, 1958. 
His first move was startling: He 
created new ministries, split 
others, made the first such major 
changes in decades. They were 
designed to improve efficiency and 
eliminate overlapping authority. 


His first crisis in office was 
trouble in the big state of San 
Luis Potosi in central Mexico. 
The governor, a political boss 
important in Lopez Mateos’ own 
party, was not popular in the 
state. 


There were riots; demonstra- 
tions that killed a young boy and 
injured many. A strike paralyzed 
business, schools, bus and taxi 
transportation. The situction was 
serious. 


The new president acted quick- 
ly. The army took over to restore 
calm. After things had returned 
to normal, Lopez Mateos ousted 
the unpopular governor and 
named a new one, 


Then came the Guatemalan 
crisis, an international problem 
and more serious. On New Year's 
Eve Guatemalan air force planes 
strafed four Mexican 
boats, killing three wen. 


Guatemala had warned foreign 
fishermen to stay out of its ter- 
ritorial waters, said flatly it would 


shoot if necessary. But Mexican|.. 


fishermen apparently didn’t take |

Mexico quickly protested, say- | 
ing that even if the fishermen 
were at fault, the shooting was | 
unjustified and uncivilized.

1. Small claims courts operate

volving only recovery of money.

Many 
small claims courts prohibit the 
appearance of lawyers. Others 
discourage them by setting lew 
fees. A straightforward account 
of the facts is usually all that is 
necessary on the part of claim- 
ant or defendant. 


3. The judge’s decision is 
virtually final. There is no jury 
in small claims courts and 
many allow no appeals. When 
a small claims court does allow 
the defendant or claimant to 
appeal, a simplified procedure 
is followed so that delays are 
avoided.

Just six years ago the bash- 
ful giant set never-approached 
records as a collegiate basket- 
ball scorer—1,954 points and a 
50.1 average in 39 straight vic- 
tories. 


Today Bevo’s happy and con- 
tented at an unglamorous job 
as kiln fireman in a pottery 
near his old Wellsville, Ohio, 
home. 


The other factors of the ter- 
rific triumvirate which rode to 
fame on Bevo’s sharpshooting 
have also settled back, far from 
the rim of the spotlight. 


They would be Newt Oliver, 
Bevo’s fiery, publicity-conscious 
coach, and little Rie Grande 
College, nestled down in the 
Southeastern Ohio hills of Gal- 
lia County. 


Oliver, who master-minded 
the whole show, is teaching 
mathematics and history in a 
rural junior high school near 
Springfield, Ohio. Rio Grande, 
which boasted only 94 pupils 
when Bevo was performing his 
deeds of derringdo, now has a 
student body of 155. But the bas- 
ketball record is 6-11. 


Bevo'’s saga is a sports gem. 


A puny, anemic kid, he had 
to be carried to his bath until 
he was 10. His Hammondsville, 
Ohio, schools had no basketball 
teams, so Francis and his 
young neighbors formed an in- 
dependent club. They played 
in a lighted haymow, and it 
was there Bevo’s uncanny eye 
developed.

Oliver, the Wellsville mentor,

As a 
student there, Oliver had led 
the country in scoring (he’s 
only 5 feet 7) in 1947-48 with 
725 points. 


As Oliver méved, so did Fran- 
cis—although the latter had of- 
fers from three-score big col- 
leges. Bevo was married, and

By mid-year, when he received 
his high school diploma, he had 
scored 903 points in 18 games 
for the college. Mrs. Oliver and 
Mrs. Francis, after each game, 
dered the <4year-old uni- 
forms of the Redmen. 


Bevo kept right on scoring, 
Rio Grande kept on winning, 
and the headlines got bigger. 
When Bevo hit 116 points in a 
single game, the 6-foot-9 kid 
was the talk of the country. 


Oliver, at year’s end, wanted 
more than his $230 per month 
in recognition of allt the pub- 
licity and the 39-game winning 
streak. He found it with the 
professionals, and again Bevo 
went along —to the Boston 
Whirlwinds. For two years they 
clung together, then reached a 
parting of the ways, Bevo form- 
ing his own pro club for a two- 
year campaign. He and Oliver 
haven't spoken in two years. 


“It was rugzed, that pro 
ball,” Bevo said today. “We 
played as high as 250 games 
a year. I finally got tired of 
the whole thing, put basketball 
out of my mind and came 
home to go to work.” 


He lives at Highlandtown 
(population 500) with his wife, 
Mary, and their children, Frank 
Jeffery and Marjorie Ann.

The cause of this disease is not 
known. It occurs most often in 
the spring and fall, again for 
some unknown reason. It usu- 
ally affects persons of middle or 
old age and is rarely found in the 
very young. Usually only one side 
of the face is affected.

The 
reason for this caution is 
that touching the area may 
“trigger” the pain. This word 
“trigger” we use in medicine a 
great deal to mean setting off a 
certain condition that might re- 
main quiescent if not “triggered.” 

Because chewing, laughing 

and talking may “trigger” this 
pain, a person with trigeminal 
neuralgia can often be diagnosed 
immediately by the immobility 
of his face and perhaps a little 
fear in his eyes. During an at- 
tack, eating is often curtailed 
because the motion of the jaw 
brings on the pain. 

If this condition becomes ex- 
tremely severe, patients often be- 
come so depressed that they may 
even contemplate self-destruction. 
In these days of competent medi- 
cal help — and, if necessary, 
skilled surgical treatment—no one 
with this condition should be 
despondent. 

Most neurosurgeons like to try 
the effect of nonsurgical measures 
first. It is never a fatal disease, 
and it is perfectly safe and often 
effective to use medication first.

Warnings are when your skirt 
belt knocks on the tummy door 
and says “quit shoving.”
